The Evans home was damaged. 
/ the garage blown away and the army 
post where Captain Evans is sta ­ 
tioned was damaged extensively by 
the h u rrican e. 
One of their sons 
was injured while Captain and Mn. 
Evans were caught in New Lon­ 
don 
nine miles away, where the 
storm caused damage of about $4,- 
000,000. 
The letter follows: 
We are slowly getting back to 
norm al atter one of the worst ex­ 
periences anyone could have 
On 
Wednesday afternoon Septem ber 21. 
1938. Fishers Island 
New London 
and the whole New England coast 
was -swept by the srverert tropical 
hurricane in its history 
The aneno- 
m eier on our weather station here 
blew away while it was registering 
a wind velocity of 105 miles per 
hour, and the wind continued to 
rise until it blew .steadily at 120 
miles per hour 
with gusts even 
higher. 
It is miraculous that no 
lives were lest on the post, and only 
a few m New London, although in 
its whole area the storm toll is still 
rising and may reach 1,000, with 
property damage running into the 
hundred millions, 
We went to New London. Con­ 
li' ct leu t. on t he noon h»at W ednes­ 
day. while Kenneth and Jack went 
to school. 
Northeast storm w arn­ 
ing 
had been displayed ail m orn­ 
ing lrom our ma t. but at noon tile 
barom eter was still nearly normal, 
At about 2 30 p. rn the wind be- 
i an to rise, and the rain came in 
sheets. At 2 CO p. rn. we called soma 
friends of ours at Fort W right and 
told them that the boat might not 
bf able to get back and asked them 
to take care of Ken and Jack, They

which is nine miles out ot 
New 
London, and that we should not a t­ 
tem pt to make the ’ rip.

out the storm on the boat, but when 
the barom eter continued to fall the 
order was given to abandon ship. 
Women first, and then the men in 
order of rank, were throw n over the 
rail and or. to the dock 
as the 
ship pitch* d and strained at her 
hawsers, grinding against the dock. 
Shelter in Warehouse 
We took shelter in a warehouse 
in ar the dock, and felt secure be­ 
hind it coriugated iron walls. How- 
( vet 
as the wind rose higher, the 
waves began breaking against the 
sides of the building, and we saw 
the walls begin to give way so we 
moved into a brick warehouse ad­ 
joining. th** floor of which was sev­ 
eral feet higher. 
The waves con­ 
tinued to rise, and we saw th at we 
were not safe as the windows start- 
i d crashing 
We gave orders to 
move again, this time to higher 
ground away from the waterfront. 
The men carried th * women, and 
the young assisted the old. through 
the w ater that was already more 
th an knee deep over the tracks of 
the 
New Haven main line 
from 
New York to Boston. At 3:10 p in. 
I 
had 
watched 
the 
’ Bostonian" 
pull out of the New London station 
•a half-hour late. 
"The Bostonian" 
was found on Saturday at Stoning­ 


ton, only a few miles out of New 
London, completely wrecked. 
One group of about fifty found 
shelter in the substantial building 
ot the Savings Bank of New Lon­ 
don, where we were safe from hur- 
ilcane and tidal wave. 
From here 
we organized searching parties to 
look for several th a t were missing, 
and also nut out a small fire that 
had started a short distance away. 
On one of these trips to the w ater­ 
front, 
we 
saw 
the 
large 
ferry, 
“Fishers Island." torn loose from her 
moorings and crash broadside into 
our boat, which was still at Its dock 
By this time, fire had broken out 
in the business district, and again 
we found it necessary to move to 
safety. 
Streets were 
blocked 
by 
demolished buildings and uprooted 
ti ees. and firemen were powerless 
against the fire which spread rapidly 
in the gale. and burned all night. 
The militia had been called out, and 
our group of regular army men were 
pressed into .service to aid in estab- 
li hmg fire line1 and prevent loot­ 
ing 
Tlie women were moved to the 
lobby of the Mohican hotel.

anywhere. 
From time to time we would walk 
out, and it is impossible to describe 
the horror of th at night, within a 
city 
in flames, homeless families 
wandering 
around,

glass, 
crumpled roofs, fallen buildings, and 
uprooted 
trees 
everywhere 
All 
sort 
ol wild rumors spread with 
amazing speed- The roof of G rand 
Central station in New York city 
had blown off. 
Fishers Island had 
been swept clean by the tidal wave 
and was nothing but a sand dune. 
You can imagine how we felt about 
the boys, and of course the folks 
here felt the . ame about us, for they 
could see the flames of burning New 
London, 
Our telephone call at 2:50 
p. rn had been one of the last to 
get through and we could not get 
the island e ven by the police short 
wave radio. 
One rumor that had 
wide* circulation was th at the army 
boat had cone down with all pas­ 
senger! . and when we denied it by 
saying that we were survivors, they 
looked at us as though we were 
ghosts. 
Shortly after I OO a rn. Thursday 
we moved
